stretch,

until the contest has gained the life 
of those of previous years and in 
some instances more activity is be­ 
ing shown. 
One feature of the campaign that 
has developed in a marked degree 
during the last few days is the ac­ 
tive fight that is being made from 
many quarters by the democrats in 
an effort to elect Samuel M. Ralston 
to the U. S. senate and to carry at 
least some of the congressional dis­ 
tricts. The Democrats 
show many 
indications of spending more money 
for advertising and other purposes 
than they have in many years. 
Labor has jumped into the cam­ 
paign with both feet. Various labor 
organizations have 
endorsed 
R al­ 
ston. “Labor” a national publication 
hacked by the railroa«l union, 
has 
published a special addition devote«! 
to praise of Ralston and attacks on 
Albert J. Beveriilge. No effort lias 
been spared by party workers in see­ 
ing that this publication is circulat­ 
ed among union men. 
Using some of the same material, 
on a, slightly smaller scale, 
Stars 
and Stripes, an unofficial publication 
for ex servicemen, also has published 
an Indiana edition. 
Through 
some 
influence this has been put in the 
hand- of nearly 
every 
ex-service 
man in the state. The war record of 
Beverulge is bitterly attacked in the 
paper. 
As a climax to these and other 
activities. Walter S. Chambers, dem- 
ocratie state chairman, has issued a 
statement declaring Ralston will he 
elected and that congressmen will be 
electc«! in seven, possibly ten dis­ 
tricts. 
Republicans have termed all these 
tilings whistling to keep up courage. 
They contend that Indiana will again 
go Republican and that while 
the 
plurality may not be as large as it 
was in 1920, the party’s banner year, 
it will he sufficiently large to leave 
no doubt as to the sentiments of the 
voters and that there is no basis for 
the democratic predictions. 
As the campaign nears its close, 
the wet and dry issue 
is 
coming 
more prominently to the front. This 
is especially true in Marion county 
w here ii is discussed by nearly every 
speaker. The Democrats are accused 
of attempting to bring* hack the sa ­ 
loons. Joseph P. Turk, 
democratic, 
candidate for congress, and 
other 
Marion county 
democrats, 
admit 
they are wet to the extent of fav­ 
oring the legalization of the manu­ 
facture and sale of wines and beer 
lmt they deny any 
intention 
to 
bring barrooms hack into existence.
